MAY  BE  GRANTED 


British  Government  Consider- 
ing Second  Request  on  Be- 
half of  New  Austrian  Am- 
bassador to  United  States. 


LONDON".  Dec.  1. — A  strong  Impression 
prevails  here  that  Great  Britain  will  grant 
the  request  from  Washington  for  a  re- 
consideration of  the  refusal  of  a  safe  con- 
duct for  Count  Adam  Taronowakl  von 
Tarnow,  who  recently  was  appointed 
Austro-Hungarlan  ambassador  to  the 
United    States. 

Although  stating  that  he  had  not  yet 
seen  the  Washington  request,  Lord  Robert 
Cecil,  Minister  of  War  Trade,  In  discuss- 
ing the  question  with  the  Associated  Press 
correspondent,    said: 

"It  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  the 
question  presents  two  entirely  distinct 
phases.  The  first  Is  that  of  the  bellig- 
erents, to  whom  we  could  not  extend  a 
favor  under  any  circumstances.  We  can 
discuss  and  arrange  for  the  exchange  of 
military  and  civilian  prisoners  and  other 
similes,  matters,  with  the  Central  Powers, 
but  on  account  of  their  actions  In  this  war 
we  cannot  be  expected  to  grant  them  a 
single    favor. 

"Other  phases  concern  a  friendly  neutral 
like  the  United  States,  to  whom  we  are 
ready  to  grant  any  favor  which  does  not 
violate  our  Imperative  necessity.  To  grant 
a  safe  conduct  to  Count  von  Tarnow,  for 
which  there  are  precedents,  may  fall 
within  the  latter,  phase,  bet  It  Is  a  difficult 
question,  about  which  It  would  be  dan- 
gerous to  prophesy." 

The  American  request  has  been  presented 
direct  to  Viscount  Grey,  Secretary  for 
Foreign    Affairs.      Early   action   Is   expected.

"Any  educated  man  reading  these  var- 
ious Items  of  news  In  the  light  of  perma- 
nent factors  of  the  situation  will  reach,  I 
suppose,  much  the  same  attitude  of  mind 
which  I  have  reached."  He  (hen  assails 
the  sensational  press  of  Britain  as  being 
largtly  responsible  for  any  Jumpy  feeling 
that  may  prevail,  and  declares  It  is  an  In- 
ternal danger  and  that  emotion  must  be 
comhatted  by  government  action  'in  sup- 
pressing "the  panic-mongers  of  Pleef 
Street."

WASHINGTON.  Dec  1.— A  message 
from  American  Minister  Vopfcka  at 
Bucharest,  reaching  the  State  Depart- 
ment today,  reported  the  removal  of 
the  Roumanian  Central  Government 
from  Bucharest  to  Jassy,  and  said  the 
Allied  diplomatic  representatives  had 
also  left  after  placing  their  Interests  In 
the  hands  of  the  American  legation. 

The  Minister  said  Roumanian  officials 
had  little  hope  that  the  capital  could 
be  saved  from  capture..  In  addition  to 
American  Interests  and  those  of  the 
Allied  powers  now  entrusted  to  him. 
Minister  Voplcka  still  represents  Tur- 
key and  Germany,  whose  affairs  at 
Bucharest  he  took  over  wben  Roumanla 
entered   the   war. 

A  report  on  the  expulsion  of  the 
Teutonic  diplomatic  representatives 
from  Greece  by  the  Allies  reached  the 
Department  today  from  American  Min- 
ister Droppers  at  Athens,  who  said  he 
had  taken  over  the  Interests  there  of 
Austria,   Bulgaria  and  Turkey.

Germans  Have  Hollow  Pretext 
for  Sinking  .of  Marina — 
Affect  to  Believe  That  Ves- 
sel Was  Transport. 


WASHINGTON,  Dec.  1— Following  the 
receipt  today  of  a  communication  from 
the  German  government  admitting  that 
a  German  submarine  torpedoed  the  Brit- 
ish horse  ship  Marina  with  the  loss  of 
six-  Americans,  Secretary  Lansing  con- 
ferred with  President  Wilson,  and  It 
was  decided  that  no  action  would  be 
taken  by  the  American  government  un- 
til It  could  be  definitely  established 
whether  the  Marina  was  a  private  ves- 
sel or  a  belligerent  transport.  In  tho 
note  Germany  stated  that  he  command- 
er of  the  submarine  which  sank  the 
Marina  had  reported  Uhat  he*  took  the 
vessel  for  a  transport,  ..nd  asked  the 
United  States  for  information  on  this 
point 

Count  von  Bernstorff,  the  German  am- 
bassador, called  at  the  State  Department 
during  the  day  and  also  sought  this  in- 
formation. He  was  told  by  Secretary 
Lansing  that  the  United  States  was  not 
yet  in  a  position  to  answer  the  Inquiry, 
but  would  do  so  as  quickly  as  possible. 

As  a  result  of  the  development  of  the 
dsy  it  was  indicated  by  officials  that  no 
action  could  be  expected  in  the  Imme- 
diate future  In  the  Marina  case,  admit- 
tedly one  of  the  two  most  serious  pend- 
ing between  the  United  States  and  Oer- 
nany.  The  other  Is  that  of  the  British 
liner  Arabic,  sunk  In  the  Mediterranean. 

Germany,  it  is  understood.  Is  ready  to 
acknowledge  the  error  and  make  offers 
of  settlement  If  It  Is  established  that 
the  Marina  was  not  in  the  British  trans- 
port service.  When  the  vessel  was  eunk 
It  was  stated  In  dispatches  from  Lon- 
don that  she  previously  had  been  con- 
nected with  the  transport  service,  and 
also  that  when  she  sailed  on  her  last 
voyage  she  waa  armed  with  a  gun 
astern,  manned  by  two  British  naval 
gunners.

Dec.  1.— "We  arc  In  a  posi- 
tion of  unparalleled  gravity,"  said  Ad- 
miral 'Beresford  In  an  address  today  at 
a  meeting  to  support  a  stronger  naval 
policy.     "The  crisis  of  the  war  is  now.' 

"Since  enemy  submarines  have  trans- 
ferred their  activities  from  the  head- 
lands and  shallow  waters  to  the  blue 
sea,  the  menace  requires  new  strategy 
and  new  taetlcs  to  deal  with  it.  Hut  so 
tar  no  definite  and  systematic  methods 
have  been  taken  for  suppressing  the 
menace.  The  Germans  are  now  going 
to  send  submarines  to  the  Pacific  and 
to  wherever' British  trade  routes  are." 

Baron  Beresford  advocated  continual 
aerial  attacks  on  the  German  base  at 
Zeebrugge  and  arming  of  merchantmen, 
and  continued:  "It  is  a  most  unsatisfac- 
tory state  of  affairs.  Thousands  of  tons 
of  food  whleh  were  waiting  to  oome  'to 
England  have  been  diverted  to  Ger- 
many." 

The  meeting  adopted  a  resolution  call- 
Ing  for  a  more  affective  blockade  and 
for  more  efficient  measures  to  deal  with 
the  submarine  question.

CANADIAN  POTATOES 

United  atet.s  Xortloultnral  Board 
lies  Befnlat* 


OTTAWA,  Dec.  1.— The  Department  of 
Agriculture  has  been  notlfled  of  a 
chance  In  the  regulations  governing  the 
admission  of  Canadian  potatoes  into  the 
United  States. 

HereaftejSBpermlts  will  be  Issued  to 
United  Hf^Fs  Importers  by  the  Federal 
Jlortlcultural  Board  at  Washington  for 
the  admission  of  Canadian  potatoes  at 
any  port  of  entry  instead  of  at  certain 
designated .  porta,  as  at  present,  and 
Without  Inspection  at  the  port  of  entry 
except  when  auch  Inspection  la  specifi- 
cally required  by  the  board.  But  such 
shipments  must  be  accompanied  by  two 
copies  of  a  certificate  of  soundness, 
signed  by  the  shipper,  certifying  that 
the  potatoes  are  aa  sound  as  Is  com- 
mercially practicable,  and  that  the  ship- 
ment contains  not  more  than  10  per  cent 
of  potatoes  showing  traces  of  scab,  dry 
rot  or  other  potato  diseases,  taken  ail 
together. ' 

Shippers  are  warned  that  the  offering 
for  entry  Into  the  United  states  of  po- 
tatoes not  up  to  the  standard  of  the 
certificate  of  soundness  may  lead  not 
oaly  to  the  rejection  of  their  particu- 
lar shipments,  but  also  to  the  eonoal- 
latton  Of  existing  permits  and  the  refu- 
sal of  new  permits  to  such  shippers.

ATHENS,  Nov.  SO.  via  London.  Doc  1. 
— An  Allied  transport  with  French 
troops  has  arrived  at  Piraeus  and 
moored  alongside  the  quay. 

The  King  has  signed  a  decree  accept- 
ing volunteers  for  the  army.  The 
Greek  army  haa  occupied  the  surround- 
ing  hills  and    villages. 

Yesterday  the  King  congratulated  tha 
officers  of  tha  First  Army  Corps  on 
their  "manly  attitude,"  and  gave  them 
an  order  that  if  an  Allied  detachment 
presented  Itself  to  occupy  any  building 
already  in  Qreek  troops*  possession,  they 
should  resist  such  occupation  by  force 
of  arms. 

nrtarr  at  Atbeas 

LONDON,  Dec.  1. — Yesterday  morning, 
according  to  a  special  Athens  dispatch 
to  the  Daily  News,  firing  started  in  the 
Capital  at  a  spot  between  the  German 
legation  and  the  royal  palace.  Several 
arrests  were  made,  the  correspondent 
says,  and  there  was  subsequent  desul- 
tory firing. 

"A  cabinet  meeting  has  declared  that 
there  is  no  hope  of  conciliation."  says 
the  Athens  correspondent  of  the  Dally 
Chronicle,  telegraphing  under  yester- 
day's date  "During  the  night  two  regi- 
ments, the  First  and  Thirty-fourth,  of 
the  Athens  Garrison,  with  their  artil- 
lery, moved  out  from  the  city  in  the 
direction  of  Thebes.  The  official  ex- 
planation Is  that  the  troops  were  moved 
so  that  public  order  may  not  be  dis- 
turbed by  the  contact  of  theee  officers 
and  men  with  any  forces  the  Allies 
may  land.  On  the  other  hand.  It  is  be- 
lieved the  action  was  taken  to  prevent 
Admiral  du  Fournet  from  carrying  'out 
plana  to  take  possession  of  the  material. 
Suburban  school  buildings  were  occu- 
pied by   the  artillery. 

Try  to  steep  Order 

"Bands  of  reservists  in  the  streets  of 
the  city  caused  considerable  alarm  to 
the  populace,  but  later  it  was  realised 
that  they  had  been  called  to  the  bar- 
racks, put  into  uniform,  and  armed. 
Thus  they  were  placed  under  military 
law  and  kept  out  of  mischief.  It  la 
probable  that  they  will  be  removed  from 
the  city.  As  far  as  possible  the  high 
Greek  authorities  appear  to  be  doing 
their  best  to  carry  out  their  promise 
to  maintain  public  order  and  the  call- 
ing up  of  members  of  the  Reservists' 
Leagues  removes  these  persons  from 
their  numerous  private  arsenals  through- 
out the  city,  thus  keeping  down  tha 
dangerous  element  In  the  situation. 

"Optimism  is  maintained  by  the  fact 
that  the  bourse  remained  very  Arm." 


ADMIRALTY  CHANGES 

Appointment    Of    Mr   John    JelUcoe    and 
Mr  David  Beatty  to  Wow  Vosts 

Well  BeoelTed 

LONDON.  Dec.  1.— The  appointment 
of  Admiral  Sir  John  JelUcoe  aa  flrat  sea 
lord  and  Vtce-Admlral  Sir  David  Beatty 
to  command  the  Grand  Fleet  drew  this 
comment   from   The   Dally   Telegraph: 

"The  whole  nation  will  welcome  the 
decision  to  bring  fresh  blood  to  the  Ad- 
miralty Board.  It  has  been  only  too 
apparent  that  the  department  needs 
strengthening,  and  strengthening  from 
the  sea."  f 

The  Dally  Chronicle's  naval  corres- 
pondent says:  . 

"There  has  been  a  certain  sense  of 
disquiet  in  the  country  at  a  sort  of 
quiescence  that  seemed  to  have  settled 
on  the  Admiralty.  The  extension  of  the 
German  submarine  warfare  to  distant 
waters  called  obviously  for  new  dla- 
posltions.  The  Admiralty  Board  had 
not  answered  the  expectations  of  the 
country,  and  the  Admiralty  was  sup- 
posed to  be  the  obstacle  that  resisted 
development.  For  the  solution  of  these 
problems  Admiral  Jelllooe  has  had  un- 
rivalled experience. 

"The  case  Is  somewhat  parallel  to  the 
transference  of  General  8ir  Wm.  Rob- 
ertson and  his  colleagues  from  the 
French  front  to  the  War  Office.  John 
JelUcoe  deservedly  Inspired  great  confi- 
dence" 

As  for  Sir  David  Beatty'a  succession 
to  the  command  of  the  Grand  Fleet, 
there  is  nothing  but  complete  satisfac- 
tion expressed.  The  Morning  Post 
says:         " 

"In  a  word,  Vice-Admiral  Beatty  is  a 
born  fighting  admiral.  Officers  and  men 
under  his  command  look  upon  Beatty 
as  a  second  Nelson.  Right  or  wrong, 
their  conviction  Is  notable,  for  only 
those  who  serve  with  a  man  possess 
all  the  material  for  truly,  estimating 
his  worth."

LONDON,  Dec.  1. — The  Morning  Post, 
again  discussing  the  warning  to  Ameri- 
can Federal  reserve  hanks  by  the  Fed- 
eral reserve  board  against  Investing  In 
foreign  treasury  notes,  says  it  Is  still 
unknown  whether  dollar  treasury  bills 
are  to  be  Issued,  but  expresses  the  be-

Dominion  Government  Appoints 
Advisory  Council  With  Ob- 
ject of  Securing  the  Aid  of 
Science  in  Development. 


OTTAWA,  Dec.  1.— The  Minister  of 
Trade  and  Commerce  for  more  than  a 
year  has  been  considering  the  best 
method  of '  procedure  designed  to  pro- 
mote the  application  of  science  to  the 
processes  of  production  and  manufac- 
ture, and  has  followed  carefully  the  ac- 
tion Which  haa  been  taken  in  other 
countriea.  particularly  In  Great  Britain 
and  the  United  Statea,  to  increase  re- 
search and  utilise  the  resulta  for  the 
development  of  production  and  trade. 
To  thia  end  he  haa  been  in  constant 
communication  with  scientific  and  re- 
search experts  In  the  universities  and 
other  associations  in  Canada,  which 
have  given  more  or  less  attention  to 
this  subject.  He  has  followed  the  plan 
which  has  been  adopted  In  Great  Brit- 
ain, and  which  Is  being  carried  out 
there  with  a  great  deal  of  vigor  and 
with   successful   results. 

Advisory  Council 

The  following  have  been  appointed  as 
members  of  an  honorary  advisory  coun- 
cil on  Industrial  and  scientific  research: 

A.  Stanley  Mackenzie.  President  of 
Dalhousie  College,  Halifax;  F.  D. 
Adams,  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science,  MoGill  University,  Montreal:  R. 
F.  Ruttan,  Professor  of  Organic  and 
Biological  Chemistry,  McGIU  University, 
Montreal;  J.  C.  McLennan,  University 
of  Toronto;  A  B.  Macallum,  University 
of  Toronto;  W.  C.  Murray,  President  of 
the  University  of  Saskatchewan,  Sas- 
katoon; R  Hobson,  Steel  Company  of 
Canada,  Hamilton;  R.  A.  Ross,  consult- 
ing electrical  engineer,  Montreal,  and 
Tancrede  Blenvenue,  general  manager 
Banque  Provlnclale,  Montreal. 

The  appointment  of  this  council  Is 
believed  to  be  a  forward  step  which 
brings  Canada   more   in   line  with   pro- 

Kessive  countries  and  makes  provision 
r  assisting  the  Canadian  people  to 
meet  the  Intense  and  keen  competition 
which  will  result  after  the  war,  -and  In 
which  business  must  call  to  Ita  aid  all 
the  possible  resources  of  science. 

A  sub-committee  of  the  Cabinet  Coun- 
cil, to  consist  of  the  Minister  of  Trade 
and  Commerce,  the  Minister  of  the  In- 
terior, the  Minister  of  Inland  Revenue, 
the  Minister  of  Labor  and  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  also  has  been  named. 
The  committee  will  be  responsible  for 
the  expenditure  of  any  money  provided 
by  parliament  for  scientific  and  Indus- 
trial research. 

Council's  Duties 

The  duties  of  the  honorary  advisory 
committee  will  be  as  follows: 

To  consult  with  all  responsible  bo- 
dies and  persons  carrying  on  scientific 
and  industrial  research  work  in  Can- 
ada, with  a  view  to  bringing  about  unit- 
ed effort  and  mutual  co-operation  In 
solving  the  various  problems  of  scien- 
tific and  Industrial  research  which  from 
time  to  time  present  themselves. 

To  co-ordinate  as  far  as  possible  the 
work  so  carried  on  ao  as  to  avoid  over- 
lapping of  effort,  and  to  direct  the  vari- 
ous problema  requiring  solution  into 
the  hands  of  those  whose  equipment 
and  ability  are  best  adapted  thereto. 

To  select  the  most  practicable  and 
pressing  problems  Indicated  by  Indus- 
trial necessities  and  present  them, 
when  approved  by  the  committee,  to 
the  research  boards  for  earliest  possible 
solution. 

To  report  from  time  to  time  the  re- 
sults of  their  work  to  the  Minister  of 
Trade  and  Commerce. 


Oattle  Bteoase  In 

KANSAS  CITT.  Dee.  1. — Optimism 
was  evinced  yesterday  by  federal  and 
State  livestock  experta  regarding  the 
condition  of  cattle  here  suffering  from 
an  Infection  which,  It  was  feared,  might 
develop  into  foot  and  mouth  disease.

Forces  Under  General  Smuts' 
Command  Are  Clearing  Ter- 
ritory of  Germans — Want 
Service  irr  Europe. 


LONDON.  Dee.  1. — Conspicuous  sue* 
cess  haa  been  gained  by  the  British  and 
South  African  forces  commanded  by 
Lieut. -Gen.  Smuts  in  their  campaign 
against  the  German*  in  German  Kaat 
Africa,  the  War  Office  announced  today. 

On  November  19  a  strong  Qerman 
force  commanded  by  Major-Oeneral 
Wahle,  dislodged  from  Tabora  (in  the 
central  part  of  the  colony,  on  the  rail- 
way line),  came  in  contact  with  Brit- 
ish forces  south  of  Irlnga.  The  state- 
ment says: 

"Simultaneously  the  enemy  forces  in 
the  Mahenge  area  took  the  offensive  on 
the  Ruhdje  river  with  the  evident  In- 
tention of  assisting  the  western  Ger- 
man forces  to  penetrate  the  British  cor- 
don and  form  a  Junction  with  the  main 
German  forces.  The  attempt  to  break 
through  was  repulsed  near  Aeurlnga  and 
the  British  forces  gained  a  conspicu- 
ous success  on  the  Kuhdje  river,  driv- 
ing the  enemy  over  the  river  with  the 
loss  of  200  killed,  82  prisoners  and 
booty. 

"Of  the  main  body  of  the  western 
German  force,  which  had  disbanded  In- 
to parts,  one  Invested  the  British  post 
at  Lupembe  and  was  driven  off  In  two 
parts.  The  remaining-  force  was  iso- 
lated at  the  Ilsembule  mission  station 
and  forced  to  surrender,  about  BOO 
strong,  on  November  26.  A  howitser, 
ammunition  and  three  machine  guns 
were  Included   in   the  booty. 

"The  remnants  of  Major-General 
Wahle's  forces,  having  lost  the  bulk  of 
their  artillery  and  machine  guns  and 
suffering  probably  over  50  per  cent 
casualties,  are  making  eastwa/ds  for 
Mahenge." 

Kay  Go  to  Europe 

CAPE  TOWN,  Dec.  ,1.— It  Is  under- 
stood .here  that  Lieut. -Gen.  Jan 
Christian  Smuts,  former  Minister  of 
Defence,  as  soon  as  he  has  wound  up 
his  campaign  in  German  Kast  Africa, 
where  he  is  in  supreme  command  of 
tha  British  forces,  will-  go  to  the  front 
In  France  to  take  command  of  the 
Union  of  South  Africa  contingent  there. 

The  situation  In  German  East  Africa 
is  that  what  Is  left  of  the  German 
army  Is  kraaled  in  a  stretch  of  terri- 
tory in  the  southeast  corner  about  500 
miles  in  diameter,  covered  with  thick 
brush,  very  swampy  in  places  and  with 
malaria  very   prevalent. 

Notwithstanding  the  hardships  they 
have  undergone  in  the  campaign,  the 
large  majority  of  the  seasoned  soldiers 
are  said  to  be  eager  to  volunteer  for 
overseas  service. 


Girl  Sentenced  to  Be  Hanged 
MINNEDOSA,  Man.,  Dec.  1. — After  be- 
ing out  one  and  a  half  hours  the  Jury 
this  afternoon  brought  in  a  verdict  of 
guilty  in  the  trial  of  Teenie  Maloney  for 
the  murder  of  Mrs.  Hamilton  at  Haml- 
ota  last  March.  Justice  Gait  sentenced 
the  prisoner  to  be  hanged  on  February

Canadian   Attack  of    Wovember  It 
suits  In  Possession  of  Command- 
ing midge 


MONTREAL,  Dec.  1.— "Further  con- 
vernation  with  wounded  officers  empha- 
sizes the  fact  that  the  Canadian  attack 
of  November  18  was  valuable  in  continu- 
ing, the  advantages  already  gained  by 
the  complete  capture  of  Reglna  trench 
a  month  previous,  as  the  capture  of 
'Desire'  and  'Gunplt'  trenches  gave  our 
forces  possession  of  an  important  ridge," 
the  Gasette's  correspondent  in  London 
cables. 

"Although  our  troops  while  consoli- 
dating the  new  position  were  subjected 
to  heavy  fire  from  machine  guns,  they 
tenaciously  held  on  and  achieved  their 
task. 

"Many  kind  words  were  spoken  con- 
cerning Lieut.  G.  F.  MacDonald.  who 
was  killed  while  serving  with  a  trench 
mortar  battery,  and  words  of  praise 
were  uttered.  He  was  regarded  as  an 
officer  of  great  promise."

AUSTRALIAN  AFFAIR'S 


Premier   Kugb.es'   Statements 
to  War  Policy  end 

Tote  of  Confidence 


SYDNEY.  Australia.  Dec.  1.— Premier 
Hughes,  opening  the  Federal  Parliament 
yesterday,  said  the  Government  intended 
to  pursue  a  vigorous  war  policy. 

The  result  of  the  conscription  refer- 
endum had  thrown  on  the  cabinet  the 
task  of  obtaining  recruits  who  enlist 
voluntarily,  he  said.  A  scheme  had  been 
framed  to  organise  a  thorough  oanvaaa, 
and  a  director  of  recrultl  og  had  been 
appointed.  The  Government  had  set  its 
face  resolutely  against  strikes,  and  had 
urged  organized  labor  to  submit  ita 
grievances  to  legal  tribunals. 

A  resolution  of  no  confidence,  moved 
by  Mr.  Tudor,  was  defeated  by  46  to  21. 
the  Liberals  voting  with  the  Govern- 
ment.

The  owners  of  the  apiaries  claim  their 
colonies  of  bees  were  destroyed  by 
gases  from  the  company's  silver  smelt- 
er at  Thorold,  while  the  conmpany-  eon- 
tends  that  the  death  of  the  bees  was 
due  to  diseases.

In  common 
with  moat,  IT  not  all,  of  our  readera  we 
cannot  contemplate  any  other  Issue 
Of  the  trlgl  by  battle,  but  our  most 
earnest  belief  in  the  justice  of  our 
cause,  our  strongest  confidence  in  the 
valor  of  the  Allied  armies,  the  firmest 
resolve  we  can  make,  the  fullest  appre- 
ciation possible  of  the  evtjs  that  would 
follow  failure  will  be  nothing  unless 
we  bring  to  bear  upon  the  success  of 
our  cause  the  maximum  effort  of  which 
we  ore  capable.  "We  cannot  all  do  ser- 
vice under  arms;  but  we  can  all  render 
asMiatance  in  some  capacity.  A  man  is 
not  necessarily  a  "slacker"  because  he 
does  not  enter  the  army,  but  he  is  a 
■lacker  if  he  leaves  anything  undone 
that  he  in  In  a  position  to  do  to 
strengthen  the  efforts  being  put  forth 
to  achieve  victory.  We  have  always 
tried  to  approach  this  vital  question 
from  the  standpoint  of  patriotic  duty 
and  to  eliminate  as  far  as  we  are  able 
all  mere  political  considerations,  and 
we  shall  try  (o  do  so  in  the  observa- 
tions   which   follow. 

Whan  war  was  declared   the  Domin- 
ion Government  found   itself  confront- 
ed with  a  ne*w  and  unexpected  respon- 
sibility.    Tha/   it    proved    equal    to   the 
occasion    not    even      its    most      severe 
critics    will    deny.     It    decided    without 
hesitation  that  the  duty  of  Canada  was 
to  stand  side  by  side  with   the  Mother 
.Country   and   it   prepared   forthwith    to 
aend    troops    to   take   part   in    the    con- 
flict,  and   from   that   day   to   the   pres- 
ent it  has  done  its  best  to  see  that  the 
Dominion    showed    Itself   equal    to     Its 
self-assumed    obligations.     We      believe 
that  when  the  conduct  of  the  Govern- 
ment in  this  regard  from  the  day  war 
was  declared  until  this  moment,  comes 
to  be  reviewed  In  the  sober  light  of  his- 
tory, when  partisanship  will  not  distort 
the.  vision    of    observers      and      when 
events   can   be  seen   in   their  true  per- 
spective. It  will  be  pronounced  well  done. 
That  errors  may  have  been  made  Is  be- 
yond   a    doubt.     Every    government    of 
every    belligerent    has    made    mistakes, 
and  It  would  bo  aafansonable  to  expect 
that  the)  civilian  administrators  of  gov- 
ernment    In    a'    non-military     country 
could  take  up  so  novel,  so  serious,     so 
intricate  a  problem   as   that    presented 
by  the  war  and  solve  It  without  error. 
It    may    be    that    all    things    have    not 
been  done  in  the  best  way  or  the  least 
expensive    way,    but    In    the    grip    of    a 
crisis    men    have    to    do      what      seems 
wisest   a,t   the   time,   and   when   we   re- 
flect upon  what  has  been  accomplished, 
we  do  not  feel  that  Canadians  have  any 
reason    to    bow    their    heads    in    shame 
before  the  world.     On  the  contrary,  Can- 
ada has  gained  new  honor  and  a  pres- 
tige' that  she  never  could  have  attain- 
ed  unless   those  who  had   the   conduct 
of  her  affairs  had  seen  clearly  the  line 
along   which    their   duty   lay   and    had 
proceeded   to  discharge  that  duty   cou- 
rageously  and  *  with   a   high   degree   of 
efficiency.     We   can    say    without      par- 
tisanship   that    the    people    of    Canada 
have  no  guarantee   that   any   other  set 
of   public   men   coulA   have   discharged 
the  task  better,  or  even  aa  well,  aa  It 
has  .been  by   those  upon  whom   it  fell. 

The  duty  which  devolved  upon  the 
Government  not  only  involved  the  rais- 
ing, equipping  and  transportation  to 
Europe  of  a  force  unprecedented  in 
numbers  and  equipment  In  the  history 
of  any  country  separated  by  thousands 
.  of  mllea  of  ocean  f*om  the  scenes 
where  they  were  to  enact  their  great 
parts,  but  carried  with  It  the  devising 
and  execution  of  financial  plana  of  ex- 
traordinary magnitude  and  character. 
It  Involved  the  extension  or  financial 
aid  to  the  Mother  Country  In  addition 
t«  bearing  our  own  burdens,  it  may 
safely  be  left,  to  the  Judgment  of  the 
people  If  this  part  of  the  work  has  not 
been  akllfullygand  thoroughly  perform- 
ed and   the   resulting   burden  a    Imposed 

upon  the  people  have  not  been  well  ad- 
justed. 

But  our  grant  Imperial  task  la  far 
from  being  finished;  our  duty  to  our- 
salves  and  humanity  haa  not  bean  fully 
accomplished.  The  end  of  It  la  not  even 
In  eight.  Xo  man  ean  tall  what  further 
sacrifices  wo  may  ho  called  upon  to 
make.  Wo  moot  aa  a  people  address 
ourselves  to  the  work  of  the  future 
with  an  eye  aiagle  to  the  tremendous 
result  for  whleh  we  are  striving.  Noth- 
ing; ewgbt  for  a  moment  to  dlstmct  us 
purpose  or  ho  allowed  to 
our  efforts.  Bepeclally  ought 
w«  not  to  allow  political  partisanship 
to  oeocure  our  view,  and  In  saying  this 
WO  appeal  to  Conservatives  had  UberaJs 


Sir  Robert  Borden  is  about  to  under- 
take a  transcontinental  tour  for  the 
purpose  of  stimulating  Canadians  to  do 
their  best  and  if  possible  a  little  more 
than  their  best.  It  Is  a  very  wise 
course  to  take.  Our  only  criticism  is 
that  It  would  hate  been  better  if  he 
had  been  able  to  undertake  It  sooner, 
but  It  Is  easy  to  understand  that  cir- 
cumstances may  have  prevented  this 
and  we  all  know  that  the  hour  has  come 
for  putting  forth  the  strongest  effort 
of  which  we  are  capable.  We  hope  for 
great  results  from  this  tour.  He  msy 
be  able  to  bring  more  closely  home  to 
us  than  it  has  yet  come  the  gravity  of 
the  task  to  which  we  have  committed 
ourselves.  But  more  will  be  needed 
than -such  a  tour.  The  Prime  Minis- 
ter's efforts  must  be  supplemented  by 
the  efforts  of  each  individual  Cana- 
dian.

For  some  time  past  there  has  been  a 
revived  Interest  in  mining  on  Vancouver 
Island.  The  old  Idea  that  all  our  ore 
deposits  are  pocketty  is  pretty  well 
abandoned,  and  a  conviction.  Is  steadily 
growing  that  metalliferous  mining  is 
certain  to  become  a  great  and  perman- 
ent industry. 

We  have  from  time  to  time  spoken 
of  what  governments  can  do  to  encour- 
age development  in  this  line,  and  to- 
day we  wish  to  urge  upon  some  of  our 
citlsens  to  see  what  they  can  do  them- 
selves. What  everyone  would  be  glad 
to  see  Is  a  strong  Victoria  syndicate 
put  some  prospectors  In  the  field.  Min- 
ing In  its  preliminary  stages  is  always 
more  or  less  of  a  lottery,  but  blanks 
are  not  invariably  drawn,  und  one  good 
prise  will  offset  all  the  failures.  That 
there  are  valuable  metalliferous  de- 
posits on  Vancouver  Island  everyone 
knows.  That  most  of  tnem  have  ^not 
been  discovered  Is  exceedingly  probable. 
It  would  be  contrary  to  all  rule  if  they' 
had  been.  Others  will  be  found,  and 
from  present  prospects  the  men  who 
will  own  them  when  they  have  been, 
found  will  not  be  Victorians.

The  silly  notion 
that  the  man  who  spends  his  earnings 
recklessly  for  useless  things  is  there- 
by contributing  to  the  welfare  of  his 
fellow-men  because  he  "makes  more 
work"  for  them  persists  In  more  quar- 
ters than  some  observers  would  believe. 
Improving  the  .standards  of  living  Is  a 
different  matter.  "Coal  Oil  Johnny." 
who  made  himself  notorious  half  a  cen- 
tury ago  by  dissipating  a  fortune  or 
two  with  total  disregard  for  economic 
principles.  Is  an  exeeptlon  only  In  de- 
gree nmong  a  large  number  of  men 
who  "cannot  stand  prosperity."  It  Is 
the  Individual  of  his  typo  who  sows  ths 
seeds  of  hard  times  In  the  midst  of  an 
era  of  prosperity.  What  a  wonderfully 
rich  people  Americans  would  be  If,  in 
time  of  peace  and  war  profits,  they 
would  put  Into  effect  only  a  small  frac- 
tion of  the  fundamental  economies  now 
being  practised,  in  face  of  sheer  neces- 
ity,  by  the  people  of  the  nations  at  war. 

What  is  said  above  will  show  our 
readers  how  very  far  off  the  people  of 
Canada  are  from  true  mobilisation,  and 
how  very  little  we  are  feeling  that 
there  is  a  war,  unless  we  have  lost 
relatives  or  friends  In  battle  or  had 
them  come  home  wounded.

When  the  Board  of 
Trade  took  the  matter  up  It  appeared 
as  If  that  condition  would  have  to  bo 
continued,  but  Mr.  Marpole  and  Cap- 
tain Troup  In  consultation  With  Mr. 
Peters  decided  upon  the  proposed 
changes,  which  met  the  cordial  approval 
of  Mr.  Grant  Hall,  Vice-President,  In 
charge  of  the  Western  Division.  Whan 
Bummer  comes  there  Is  no  doubt  that 
the  old  schedule  will  be  resumed  If  the 
people  of  Victoria  so  desire.  It  is 
thought  that  by  speeding  up  the  trslns 
on  the  Kettle  Valley  line  and  possibly 
by  pushing  the  steamers  a  little  faster 
the  necessary  time  can  be  gained.  It 
will  Interest  Victorians  to  know  that 
the  tides  as  well  ss  the  winds  In  Winter 
Operate  against  any  attempt  to  quicken 
speed  to  Vancouver,  while  In  Summer 
It  Is  the  other  way  about.  As  for  the 
railway,  the  road  Is  a  new  ot»e  and  It 
Is  not  considered  advisable  to  attempt 
any    acceleration    of    the    speed    in    the 

Winter  time.

As  monarchs  In  the  first  class  go. 
King  George  Is  not  a  very  rich  man. 
His  known  income  is  about  *3, 500,000, 
but  in  addition  to  this  he  has  private 
sources  of  revenue  that  would  have  to 
he  added  to  it,  to  arrive  at  the  amount 
available  to  him  yearly. 

Tbe  German  Kaiser  has  an  income 
from  public  sources  of  about  $4,650,000, 
but  he  has  very  large  private  sources 
of  revenue.  From  the  financial  point  of 
view  he  is  probably  twice  as  well  off 
as  the  King. 

The  Income  of  the  Austrian  Emperor 
is  slightly  less  from  public  sources,  but 
his  private  means  are  very  great  He 
Is  a  much  richer  man  than  the  German 
ruler. 

The  Czar  Is  far  the  richest  of  them 
all.  No  one  knows  how  well  off  he  Is. 
Some  estimates  of  his  Income  place  It 
as  high  as  $40,000,000  a  year,  but  as 
much  of  It  Is  from  mines,  It  Is  subject 
to  fluctustlon.  He  found  no  difficulty 
In  contributing  $100,000,000  out  of  his 
own  private  funds  towards  the  expenses 
of  the  war  with  Japan. 

The  Prince  of  Wales  is  comfortably 
well  off  for  a  young  unmarried  man. 
He  receives  about  $435,000  from  the 
Duchy  of  Cornwall  and  something  like 
half  of  It  Is  available  for  his  personal 
expenses.

By  the  same  token  that  a  conjurer 
„wili.  under  the  magic  of  bis  wand, 
call  up  a  hare  from  the  lining  of  a  hat 
borrowed  from  the  audience.  Professor 
J.  Armand  brought  forth  thoughts  ex- 
pressed la  French  from  lips  to  whl£h 
the  language  was  quite  unfamiliar  at 
the  Alexandra  club  last  night.  Pro- 
fessor Armand,  who  Is  associated  with 
the  Sprott-Shaw  Business  Institute  of 
this'  city,  gave  two  lecturee  yesterday 
In  the  auditorium  of  the  Alexandra 
Club,  one  at  3  and  the  other  at  8  p.m.. 
on  the  easy,  rapid  and  practical  Gouia 
system  of  teaching  foreign  languages. 
The  lectures  were  well  attended,  and. 
„  Professor  Armand' e  demonstrations  of 
the  method  of  study  were  convincing. 
He  will  open  a  class  at  the  buslncs* 
Institute  today. 

The  Gouin  method,  the  Professor' 
stated  In  his  lecture,  was  a  psychologic 
(nl  method.  It  was  based  on  the  prlncN 
pie  that  the  true  means  of  learning  \, 
language  was  to  associate  mental  pic- 
tures with  the  foreign  sounds,  and  not, 
as  with  tha  common  systems,  a  foreign 
printed  word  with  an  English  prlntc.t 
word.  This  principle  was  carried  still 
further  by  the  Idea  that  the  unit  of 
language  was  the  sentence  rather  than 
the  word:  that  sentenoes  should  be  ex« 

'exslve  of  action:  therefore,  that  the) 
principal  word  In  the  sentence  was  the 
verb.  To  obtain  a  logical  sequence; 
furthermore,  a  series  of  sentences  ex* 
press! ve  of  a  series  of  actions  of  every* 
day  life  should  be  taken  as  exercises. 
Thus,  he  contended,  the  true  means  of 
learning  a  language  was  by  associating 
menial  pictures  with  the  foreign  sounds. 
That  was  the  easy  method  of  nature, 
which  taught  little  ohlldren  Mielr  own 
language  In  less  than  twelve  months, 
and.  whoq  applied  to  teaching  adults  a 
foreign  tongue,  "could  attain  practical 
results  In  half  that  time.  Professor 
Armand  claimed  last  night  that  tha 
Gouin  system  would  create  a  more  pro- 
ficient command  of  a  foreign  langusgo 
In  six  months  thsn  that  gained  througlt 
three  years'  study  in  the  ordinary  way. 
The  method,  he  said,  waa  absolutely  or* 
Iglnal,  /s  no  books  weri  employed  and, 
no  home  study  was  needed.  It  had  tfl 
its  credit  a  long  series  of  ^unparalleled- 
achievements  In  France,  *ln  England 
and  1n  the  United  States,  where  it  had, 
been  introduced  into  schools  and  col* 
leges. 

'The  lectures  were  followed  by  strik- 
ing demonstrations  of  the  method,  when 
several  members  of  the  audiences  vol- 
unteered to  go  on  the  platform  to  re- 
ceive a  first  lesson  In  French  con- 
versation. These  students  wers  taught 
lengthy  French  sentences  with  rapidity, 
which  they  were  able,  to  retain^ without 
the  slightest  apparent  effort  ,©f  memory.

Sgt.  Gordon  Trevor  Rant,  who  is  men- 
tioned among  the  Canadians  that  have 
been  honored  with  the  Distinguished 
Conduct  Medal  for  his  work  in  the  field, 
Is  a  son  of  Capt.  W.  J.  Rant,  of  the 
Provincial  Lands  Department,  and  Mrs. 
Rant,  who  reside  at  1211  Mackenzie 
Street.  Many '  friends  in  Victoria  will 
welcome   the   news  of   his   reward. 

Dispatches  from  London  state  that 
Sgt.  Rant  received  the  medal  for  carry- 
ing out  daring  patrol  work  and  obtain- 
ing most  valuable  Information  as  to  the 
position  and  activities  of  the  enemy. 

Sgt.  Rant  has  been  In  action  for  many 
months  and  at  one  time  was  believed  to 
have  been  killed,  although  this  report 
was  contradicted  In  the  early  part  of 
October,  when  notification  was  received 
to  the  effect  that  he  had  only  been 
wounded  and  whs  receiving  treatment 
In  a  hospital  at  Bagshorp,  Notts.

No  officer  above  the  rank  of  lieuten- 
ant will  be  permitted  to  leave  England 
for  service  In  any  of  the  theatres  of 
war. 

Word  to  this  effect  was  transmitted 
from  headquarters,  Ottawa,  to  Work 
Point  yesterday  and  steps  were  taken 
immediately  to  place  it  in  the  hands  of 
the  officers  in  charge  of  the  recruiting 
of  reinforcing  overseas  companies. 

It  la  explained  by  the  military  auth- 
orities that  the  action  will  mean  that 
office  re  who  go  from  Canada  hereafter 
with  higher  than  lieutenant's  rank 
either  will  have  to  revert  to  the  latter 
or  return.

Utilise  Seal  Bones— Many  Victorians 
formerly  interested  In  the  sealing  in- 
dustry will  be  Interested  in  the  an- 
nouncement from  Washington  that  the 
United  States  Government  proposes  to 
utilise  the  large  deposits  of  seal  bones 
on  the  Priblloff  Islands  as  fertiliser 
and  will  dlapose  of  them  by  tender. 
Preliminary  reports  indicate  that  there 
are  at  least  5,000  tons  in  sight  on  the 
surface  of  deposits  on  St.  Paul  Island 
and  1,000  tons  on  St.  George  Island. 
A  circular  Issued  by  the  Washington 
Government  says:  "Persons  interested 
in  securing  contracts  to  develop  these 
bono  deposlta  should  consider  the  pos- 
sibility of  making  arrangements  with 
the  department  for  utilising  the  re- 
mains of  seals  hereafter  killed  annu- 
ally in  accordance  with  the  law." 

Pines  imposed — Before  Magistrate 
Jay  in  the  Saanlch  police  court  yester- 
day afternoon  two  citizens  pleaded 
guilty  to  shooting  in  the  Cadboro  Bay 
section  within  the  limits  of  the  South 
Saanlch  municipality.

Regulations  governing  the  disposition 
of  the  clothing  of  members  of  the  C.E. 
K.  forces  are  contained  in  yesterday's 
";*  dintrlct  order*:  Wliey   follow: 

As  Home  doubts  appear  to  exist  With 
regard  to  the  method  of  dealing  with 
clothing  of  C.K.F.  units,  considered  to 
be  unserviceable,  the  following  instruc- 
tions are  published  for  the  Information 
and   guidance  of  all  concerned. 

(1)  All  clothing,  Including  underwear, 

Issued  to  the  C.K.F.  units  Is  to  be  con- 

\eldered   as   publlo   clothing,    and   should

be  dealt  with  generally  along  the  lines 
laid  down  In  clothing  regulations,  part 
1,  section   3. 

Such  clothing,  when  considered  to  be 
unfit  for  further  wear,  should  be 
brought  before  a  garrison  board  of  of- 
ficers. 

(2)  All  unserviceable  clothing  that 
has  been  in  wear  for  a  period  of  five 
months  or  over,  with  the  exception  of 
greatcoats  (which  it  is  considered 
should  last  at  least  twelve  months) 
should  be  dealt  with  separately,  and 
proceedings,  endorsed  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  district  officer  com- 
manding, should  be  forwarded  to  militia 
headquarters   for   final  approval. 

Clothing  that  has  not  been  In  wear 
for  the  minimum  period  laid  down  as 
above,  should  be  made  the  subject  of  a 
special  inquiry,  and  If  it  is  considered 
that  the  garments  have  become  unser- 
viceable through  unfair  wear  or  ill- 
usage,  the  unexpired  wear  value  of  such 
garments  will  be  made  a  charge 
against  the  individual  concerned,  but 
the  proceedings  should  be  forwarded  to 
militia  headquarters  for  final  approval 
before  any  action  is  taken.  In  the  mean- 
time an  Issue  of  clothing  should  be> 
made  in  all  cases  where  the  condemned 
clothing  Is  unfit  for  further  wear. 

It  Hhould  be  clearly  noted  that  all 
clothing  which  Is  reported  as  being  un- 
fit for  wear,  should  Immediately  be 
brought  before  a  garrison  board  of  of- 
ficers, without  reference  to  the  date  of 
issue  of  such  clothing,  and  not  contin- 
ued In  wear  until  it  has  reached  the 
prescribed  minimum  period  of  wear  laid 
down. 

Necessaries,  with  the  exception  of  un- 
derwear, will  be  replaced  at  the  ex- 
pense of   the  soldier.

BEFORE  CHRISTMAS 

Dates  Have  Not  Been  Fixed  by 
Government — Executive  in 
Lengthy  Session  Considers 
Diverse  Matters. 


While  the  date  for  the  by-elections 
which  must  be  held  in  the  nine  con- 
stituencies of  Victoria,  Albernl.  Nanai- 
mo,  Prince  Rupert,  Greenwood,  Dewd- 
ney,  Cranbrook  and  two  in  Vancouver 
were  under  consideration  at  a  lengthy 
session  of  the  Provincial  executive  yes- 
ter,  no  decision  was  arrived  at.  Pre- 
mier Brewster,  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
session*  stated  -that  it  depended  upon 
the  rapidity  with  which  the  voters' 
lists  can  be  printed,  new  lists  being  re- 
quired owing  to  the  recent  revision  of 
the  old  lists.  It  is  expected,  however, 
that  it  will  be  possible  to  bring  on  the 
toy-elections  before  the  Christmas  holi- 
days. 

Consideration,  too,  of  the  steps  to  he 
taken  to  bring  Into  effect  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act  took  place. 
The  act  comes  into  effect  on  the  first 
of  next  year.  The  preliminary  work  of 
securing  returns  from  the  various  em- 
ploying concerns  which  will  come  under 
the  operation  of  the  measure  is  well 
ahead,  and  as  soon  as  a  board  is  ap- 
pointed the  rate  of  assessments  to  be 
levied  upon  the  various  clssses  of  em- 
ployment Into  which  all  concerns  In  the 
Province  affected  by  the  act  will  be 
grouped,  csn  be  fixed.  It  will  be  a  few 
days  yet.  Premier  Brewster  announced, 
before  the  personnel  of  the  new  board 
can  be  named.  The  appointments  are 
among  ithe  most  Important  ones  to  be 
made  by  the  new  Government  and  that 
there  is  a  surplus  of  individuals  willing 
to  accept  office  on  the  board  goes  with- 
out saying.  The  Premier  is  on  record 
as  strongly  favoring  an  absolutely  non- 
partisan board. 

All  the  members  of  the  Cabinet  were 
present  at  the  executive  session  with 
the  exception  of  Hon.  Balph  Smith, 
Minister  of  Finance,  who  is  in  Vancou- 
ver. Hon.  John  Oliver,  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  who  spent  a  day  or  two 
on  the  Mainland,  returned  to  Victoria 
yesterday. 

Premier  Brewster  is  In  receipt  of  a 
letter  from  Lieut  H.  J.  Burde,  of  the 
102nd  Battalion,  now  at  the  front  in 
France.  Lieut.  Burde  referfed  in  glow- 
ing terms  to  the  bravery  and  courage 
of  the  men  of  his  battalion,  very  many 
of  whom  were  recruited  in  the  Albernl 
and  Comox  districts.  In  his  letter 
Lieut  Burde  stated  that  the  day  before 
he  wrote  he  had  been  notified  that  the 
King  had  been  pleased  to  confer  the 
Military  Cross  upon  him,  an  honor  at 
which  he  naturally  felt  Immensely 
pleased,  not  so  much  for  himself  as  be- 
cause of  the  honor  it  brought  to  the 
battalion. 

Premier  Brewster,  himself  an  old 
newspaperman,  Is  pleased  at  this  dis- 
tinction gained  by  a  representative  of 
the  Albernl  district  and  a  member  of 
the  fourth  estate.

Special  Children  Matinee  This 
Morning — What  One  Vic- 
toria Mother  Saw  in  Them 
Yesterday,     . 


This  morning  a  special  showing  of 
the  Battle  of  the  Somme  pictures  will 
be  given  for  the  convenience  of  the 
school  children  of  the  city.  This  does 
not  mean  that  the  films  have  been  al- 
tered In  the  least  for  this  projection. 
Even  should  It  have  been  considered 
here  to  be  advisable  to  do  so,  the  Brit- 
ish War  Office  would  not  have  permit- 
ted the  showing  In  any  other  than  the 
original  state.  School  Trustee  C.  B. 
Deaville  and  School  Inspector  10,  B. 
Paul  visited  the  Variety  Theatre  on 
Wednesday  to  pass  on  the  advisability 
of  having  a  period  set  aside  especially 
for  the  convenience  of  the  children. 
They  agreed  most  heartily  that  this 
wonderful  record  of  the  British  activity 
at  the  battle  front  should  come  within 
the  vision  of  the  children  of  the  city, 
and  accordingly  two  special  matinees 
will  be  given  for  them  this  morning. 
These  performances  will  begin  at  10 
o'clock  and  again   at  11:30  o'clock. 

Nothing  more  dramatic  In  the  way  of 
war  photographs  has  ever  been  thrown 
on  the  screen  than  the  official  films  of 
the  British  advance  In  the  Battle  of 
the  Somme.  They  are  "the  real  thing" 
taken,  not  at  a  discreet  distance  from 
the  front,  but  right  in  among  the  fight- 
ing, the  wounded  and  the  prisoners. 
A  Mother's    Cloture 

The  mammoth  struggle  on  the  West- 
ern front  has  now  become  a  reality  to 
hundreds  of  people  In  the  city  of  Vic- 
toria, because  of  the  coming  here  of  the 
official  Government  record  of  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Battle  of  the  Somme.  Every- 
one who  has  seen  this  plcturlsatlon  of 
the  actualities  of  modern  war  has  read 
into  it  his  own  lesson.  One  woman  of 
this  city  who  has  much  at  stake  at  the 
front  said  yesterday,  after  viewing  the 
tragic  and  the  heroic  ocenes  depicted  in 
the  films,  that  the  one  which  Impressed 
her  most  was  the  light  which  shone 
on  the  boys'  faces  when  they  gathered 
around  the  mailman  near  the  firing  line 
to  receive  their  letters  and  packets 
from  loved  ones  at  home.  This  woman 
had  already  sent  away  bountiful 
Christmas  remembrances  to  her  own  in 
France,  but  she  Is  now  busy  preparing 
more  tokens  of  love  which  will  bear 
notes  to  her  boys  that  they  shall  be 
secretly  addressed  by  them  to  those 
boys  who  possibly  have  no  one  to  par- 
ticularly  remember   them. 

James  Douglas,  In  The  London  Star, 
wrote: 

"Therefore  I  say  that  these  pictures 
are  good  for  no.  The  dead  on  the  bat- 
tlefield, the  drivers  of  the  gun  teams 
steering  the  wheels  clear  of  the  corpses, 
the  demented  Gorman  prisoners,  the 
kindly  British  soldiers  showering  cigar- 
ettes upon  their  captives,  the  mangled 
head  of  anguish  on  the  stretcher,  the 
half-naked  wounded  men  in  the  dress- 
ing station— let  our  men  and  our  women 
see  It  all  and  tow  that  earth  shall  be 
delivered  from  It  all.  Dead  men,  dead 
horses,  the  dead  dog  lying  beoido  his 
dead  master — those  vllenesoes  ere  war. 
It  shakes  the  kalctdoeeope  of  war  into 
human  reality.  Now  I  know  why  os1> 
filers  are  nobler  than  civilians  In  their 
tenderneoo  and  their  chivalry  and  their 
charity,"

NEXT  YEAR'S  BUDGET 


Deal  With  Expenditure  of  One 
and  Three-Quarter  Millions 
In  Two  Hours — Postpone 
Increased    Wage   Decision. 


The  Mayor  and  aldermen  to  two  hears 
last  night  went  over  the  Victoria's  1*17 
budget  amounting  to  |i,7it,m.i:.  They 
cat  these  preliminary  estimate*  by  17:. 0  8. 
The  largest  cuts  were  110.6*0  (or  the  Cook 
Street  sewer  repairs  and  827.00*  (or  o  12- 
Inch  water  main  up  Totes  Street  to  re- 
place tbe  present  8-Inch  main,  which  City 
Engineer  Rust  says  has  been  down  so  long 
that  It  may  eollaps*  any  time.  About 
lio.ooo   was  token  off  th*   Interest  accoL-nt. 

The  question  of  Increasing  the  wages  of 
the  clvlo  employees  will  be  dealt  with  at 
a  special  meeting.  The  subject  was  Just 
broached    last    night. 

"I  believe  the  men  are  entitled  to  an 
Increase"  said  Alderman  Fullerton.  "If 
we  give  it  to  one  man  we  must  give  It  to 
•veryone." 

"It  U  not  th*  higher  salaried  man  but 
thos*  or  the  laboring  class  who  should 
have  the  Increase,"  said  Alderman  Johns. 
"It  wocld  be  folly  to  Increase  the  higher 
salaried    men    at    present,    anyhow." 

"I  think  the  time  has  not  come  to  In- 
crease any  of  them,"  Alderman  Dllworth 
said. 

The  first  salary  to  be  considered  was 
that  of  $3,000  for  the  Mayor.  It  was 
ts, 000  two  years  ago. 

"I  think  that  a  little  too  big."  aald  Al- 
derman   Dllworth. 

"It  all  depends  who  gets  It,"  said  an- 
other member.  Aldermen  Todd  and 
Peden    looked    at    each    other    and    laughed. 

The    salary    was    passed. 

"Next  we  have  the  salary  of  the  alder- 
men. 1400  a  year,"  said  the  Mayor.  "Shall 
this    passt" 

"Aye,"  came  the  chorus  from  all  the 
members. 

"We  work  pretty  hard  here  for  that." 
continued  one  of  tbT  aldermen.  "Th* 
members  of  the  Vancouver  city  council 
get    1100    a    month." 

"How  about  dividing  up  the  salary  of 
Alderman  McNeill,  who  hasn't  been  hare 
for  the  last  few  months,"  Interjected  Al- 
derman   Walker   a*   a   Joke. 

Increase    for    X-omrasnig    Agent 

The  city  purchasing  agent  applied  for 
an  Increase  of  staff  and  salary.  He  aald 
there  would  be  a  aavlng  through  the  con- 
centration of  the  several  branches  of  the 
department  In  the  new  central  yard  at 
Garbally  Road.  The  agent  asked  that  his 
own  salary  be  restored  to  $127.50  a 
month,  and  that  of  his  assistant  to  $100 
a  month,  "because  of  the  painstaking  way 
he   does   his   work." 

"We  don't  want  a  purchasing  agent  and 
storekeeper  buying  a  lot  of  steff  to  store 
It    up,"    said    Alderman    Cameron. 

The  recommendations  were  passed,  bow- 
ever. 

Alderman  Porter  wanted  to  know  about 
reducing  the  expenditure  on  the  Gorge 
Park  as  It  was  used  mostly  by  Saanlch 
people,  and  the  Saanlch  Council  refused 
to  rebate  the  city's  taxes  on  It  because  the 
park    was   a   "luxury." 

"lot  It  go,"  said  Comptroller  Raymur. 
"Saanlch  council  might  see  a  ray  of  light 
this    year." 

The  poundkecper  will  get  the  same 
salary    In    1917   as    this   year. 

"He  ocght  to  have  a  little  extra  as- 
sistance to  get  after  the  dogs  that  are 
chasing  the  birds  In  tbe  Beacon  Hill  Park" 
advised    Alderman    Dllworth. 

Clothes    for   Park    Potlre 

"Two  of  the  old  psrk  policemen  have 
not  had  a  stitch  of  new  clothing  this 
year,"  said  Alderman  Dllworth  when  the 
police  appropriation  of  884,483  came  up. 
"I  think  It  a  shame  for  these  two  old 
faithful   fellows   to   be   neglected   this   way." 

The  police  commissioners  will  look  Into 
this. 

Alderman  Dllworth  moved  a  reduction 
of  $1,000  In  the  appropriation  for  police 
sundries.      This    was    carried. 

Alderman  Johns,  however,  wanted  a  re- 
duction of  $2,000  because  the  advent  of 
prohibition    will    reduce    police    expenses. 

"No  It  won't,"  replied  Alderman  Dll- 
worth. "We  will  have  to  have  more  detec- 
tives and  they  will  have  to  have  their 
'stool    pigeons.'  " 

"What!— what  are  those  things,"  In- 
quired Alderman  Johns,  somewhat  mysti- 
fied. 

Alderman  Dllworth  and  Comptroller 
Raymur  explained  the  functions  of  the 
'stool    pigeon.' 

Alderman  Bell  wanted  $1,000  lopped  off 
the  appropriation  for  the  keep  of  prison- 
ers, but  the  Mayor  wouldn't  stand  for  it. 

An  attack  on  the  charge  made  against 
the  Are  department  of  $3  a  month  for 
each  of  the  80$  hydrants  In  the  city,  was 
made  by  Alderman  Fullerton.  He  showed 
where  some  cities  on  the  coast  make  no 
charge,  others  10  cents  to  $3.  with  Vic- 
toria's charge  the   highest. 

"Until  the  outlay  on  the  waterworks  la 
wiped  oct,  I  don't  think  we  should  wlp* 
out    thla    charge,"    said    the    Mayor. 

The  monthly  hydrant  charge  was  re- 
duced    to     $8.10,    or    $404     a    year. 

The  publlo  library  will  cost  $18,000  this 
year,  about  the  same  as  last.  The 
Council  may  test  the  opinion  of  outside 
municipalities  as  regards  making  contribu- 
tion to  the  upkeep  of  the  library,  as  It  Is 
used  freely  by  residents  of  the**  munici- 
palities. 

Fir*    Frrmlnraa    Tee    Large 

Fire  Insurance  will  cost  the  city  $4.«0* 
to  14,500  this  year,  te  be  decided  upon 
later. 

"We  have  got  a  Are  department  second 
to  none  In  the  world."  said  Alderman 
Johns.  "Why  can't  th*  city  carry  some  of 
Its  own  risks T"  He  ont!nu*d  to  explain 
that  th*  fire  risk  h*r*  is  now  so  slight 
that  h*  himself  carries  Insurance  only  to 
38    per   cent   of    the   value   of   hla    houses. 

"We  should  pot  the  city's  Insurance  in 
sen -board  companies.  advised  Alderman 
Ball.  "Their  rat**  are  lower  than  those 
of  board   companies." 

"Th*  corporation  can't  afford  to  take 
any  greater  risk  than  th*  individual.-  said 
Alderman  Peden,  opposing  Alderman  Bel  is 
suggestion. 

"Ah,  that's  last  all  talk  from  an  Insur- 
ance man,"  was  the  Interjection  of  Alder- 
man   Todd. 

Special  grants  next  year  will  take 
$3,000.  Th*  Mayor  sold  th*r*  would  be 
many  of  thee*.

Is  the  best  Investment  tho  city  can   make. 

Alderman  Johns  supported  this.  Other 
aldermen  declared  that  If  the  doctor  were 
put  on  full  time  he  should  look  after  all 
city   accident   cases. 

"I  would  sooner  give  the  credit  for  the 
splendid  health  of  tho  city  to  the  frco 
garbage  collection,  the  paved  atreeta,  good 
water  and  good  sewerage  facilities,"  said 
Alderman    Todd.  , 

Thla    will    be    decided    on    later. 

The  salary  of  $10  a  month  for  Miss 
Thorn,  municipal  tubc-rccloila  nurao  for 
district-visiting    work    was    passed. 

The  aldermen  sot  aside  $(.000  for  the 
purchase  of  new^  cans  and  the  repairing 
of  old  garbage  cans.  The  collection  of 
garbage  will  cost  $2,800  less  next  year 
than  this  year,  the  appropriation  being 
reduced  to  $$4,000.  This  may  have  to  be 
Increased    through    Increase    of    wages. 

Alderman  Walker  said  the  method  of 
collection  Is  too  expensive  because  "the 
horses  are  all  too  big,  too  slow  and  too 
clumsy." 

"I  think  wc  ought  to  collect  by  xoppc- 
lln,"   suggested    tho    Mayor. 

The  street  cleaning  appropriation  was 
cut  from  the  estimate  of  $54,000  to  847.- 
000,  the  same  amount  as  last  year.  An 
Increase  of  wages  may  force  the  aldermen 
to   also   Increase   this. 

No  changes  In  the, salaries  of  tho  officials 
of  the  city  engineer's  and  waterworks  de- 
partments were  made. 

The  salary  of  the  electric  light  In- 
spector was  Increased  from  18  5  to  $100  a 
month,  and  he  will  work  full  time.  At 
the  suggestion  of  Alderman  Johna  In  return 
for  this  Increase  he  will  repslr  and  make  a 
any  alterations  to  tho  electric  fittings  In 
the   City    Hall    dcrlng   his   spare    time.

OUT  FOR  RE-ELECTION 


Three  Others  Also  Likely  to  Run 
Again — Mayoralty  Rumors 
— Other  Incidents  of  Open- 
ing of  Municipal  Campaign, 


Three  of  the  nine  aldermen  of  the 
present  City  Council  last  night  an- 
nounced themselves  as  candidates  for 
re-election  at  the  municipal  elections 
next  January.  These  are  Aldermen 
Peden,  Walker  and  iJllworth.  Of  the 
others  Aldermen  Fullerton  and  Johns 
will  likely  announce  themselves  In  a 
few  days,  as  they  admit  their  Intention 
to  run  again.  Alderman  Bell  Is  retiring 
this  year  because  of  his  election  to  the 
Provincial  legislature.

A  faw  days  at  Loe  Angelas  the  death 
occurred  of  Mn.  In**  MulhoUand  Boia- 
aevaln, on*  of  the  moit  prominent  suf- 
fragists on  this  continent.  Though 
scarcely  more  than  80  yeere  old,  Mrs. 
Bolssavaln  bad  proved  herself  a  re- 
markable leader. 

Inez  MulhoUand  was  the  daughter  of 
John  E.  MulhoUand.  of  The  New  York 
Tribune.  I.Ike  many  eastern  stria  of 
■HI  position,  she  waa  sent  to  Vasaar 
College.  E?ven  ss*  a  girl  she  showed  the 
wide  sympathy  which  ha»  gained  for 
bar  the  love  of  her  countrymen  and  wo- 
man. She  espoused  the  cauae  of  the 
little  children  of  the  Now  York  aluma 
and  waa  recognized  by  the  court  of  the 
district  aa  a   probation   officer.  . 

Bhe  waa  a  vary  beautiful  girl  and  a 


great  athlete,  but  aba  offended  the  col- 
lage authorities  by  bar  enthusiastic 
advocacy  of  woman  suffrage.  Miss  Mul- 
hoUand sought  unsuccessfully  to  enter 
the  famous  Harvard  Uw  School.  At 
Naw  York  University  aha  computed  her 
studies,  and.  entering  the  courts,  waa 
not  afraid  to  undertake  the  moat  diffi- 
cult cases.  She  espoused  the  cause  of 
the  oppressed  shirt-waist  makers,  and 
even  took  part  In  the  strike. 

At  the  height  of  the  suffragette  move- 
ment Mas  MulhoUand  went  to  England 
and  shared  the  fate  of  many  agitators, 
being  Imprisoned  for  a  time  Among 
the  friends  aha  made  ware  the  Mar- 
conis.  and  It  waa  through  the  famous 
Invaptor  aba  mat  her  husband,  a  wealthy 
Hollander.  Eugen  Bolasevain.  During 
the  last  few  years,  Mrs.  Boiaaevaln  haa 
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toured  the  country  aa  a  suffragist,  and 
It  waa  during  the  recant  campaign 
that  aba  waa  stricken  with  the  fatal 
Illness  which  all  the  resources  known 
to  medical  science  were  powerless  to 
euro. 

How  atranooua  wara  the  last  few 
years  of  tha  brief  life  may  be  judged 
when  it  la  remembered  that  aha  waa  a 
rebellious  member  of  Ford's  tempestu- 
ous peace  party,  and  that  aha  was 
forced  to  leave  Italy,  where  she  went 
aa  a  war  correspondent,  on  account  of 
her  opposition  to  war.  laas  Boiaaevaln 
waa  alwaya  ready  to^espouae  tha  cause 
of  those  whom  aha  believed  to  be  op- 
pressed, and  she  will  be  mourned,  not 
only  by  her  relatives,  husband,  father, 
mother  and  sister,  and  by  her  suffragist 
follower*,  but  by  many  who  have  been 
helped  by  her.  __

ALDERMEN  MD 
TO  PUBLIC  INQUIRY 

Charges  Against  Health  De- 
partment Officials  to  Be  In- 
vestigated in  Open  Session 
— Laxity   in    Expenditures, 


The  health  department  is  to  .be  Inves- 
tigated in  public.  This  was  decided  on 
at  a  secret  meeting  of  the  aldermen 
yeaterday  because  of  the  newspaper  at- 
tacks on  the  secret  sessions,  and  also 
because  of  the  demand  of  Sanitary  In- 
spector Lancaster.  Mr.  Lancaster's  so- 
licitor, Mr.  P.  A  McDIarmld,  challenged 
Medical  Health  Officer  Dr.  G.  A.  B. 
Hall,  to  malce  good  his  charges  against 
the  sanitary  Inspector  before  a  public 
inveatlgating  body  composed  of  all  the 
aldermen. 

In  the  statement  of  the  solicitor  it  Is 
pointed  out  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Lancaster 
that  what  has  transpired  at  the  secret 
sessions  has  reflected  on  his  conduct  of 
office,  as  It  hsa  become  generally  known 
that  Dr.  Hall  haa  questioned  Mr.  Lan- 
caster's administration.  The  alleged 
graft  on  the  part  of  a  former  official  of 
the  department  la  also  being  Investi- 
gated. This  had  to  do  with  the  con- 
nection of  tha  department  with  the 
Chinese  fishermen  in  the  harbor  who 
have  been  carrying  on  an  Illegal  flsh 
crate  business,  for  which  they  have  been 
illegally  paying  "licence"  money  to  of- 
ficials. 

Mr  Lancaster  openly  challenged  Dr. 
Hall  to  make  good  hla  charges  concern- 
ing ths  laxity  of  expenditures  In  con- 
nection With  the  purchase  of  medical 
and  chemical  supplies  for  the  fever  out- 
break in  Victoria  etest  two  yeara  ago. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  vouchors  for 
all  tha  expenditures  ware  signed  by  Dr. 
Hall   himself. 

The  challenge  of  Mr.  Lancaster  led 
Aldermen  Fullerton  and  Todd  to  aak 
the  aldermen  for  the  public  investiga-

AD! 


Glaim  Is  'Made  That  Owls 
Are  Worth  Their  Weight 
in  Gold  to  the  Farmer  Every 
Season. 


Mr.  A.  If.  Maclean  writes  to  Tbe  Col- 
onist as  follows:  Am  I  too  late  to  save 
th*  owl?

When  you  are  out  with  a  gun  and 
solemn  old  owl  parched  high  up 
In  th*  bar*  limbs  of  a  dead  tree,  mak- 
ing a  fair  target,  th*  temptation  to 
■hoot  him — or  at  him — is  more  than 
most  boys  can  r*slst  But  I  am  *ur* 
that  every  well-meaning  boy  Will  be 
able  to  resist  that  temptation  after  he 
he*  learned  why  the  owl  Is  on*  of  th* 
most  valuable  birds  that  ever  flew 
through  a  forest,  or  hovered  about  a 
farmer's  field. 

In  the  first  place,  there  Is  no  reason 
for  shooting  an  owl  except,  perhaps, 
that  you  want  a  specimen  mounted  for 
an  ornament  In  th*  home.  Th*  meat  Is 
not  fit  to  eat,  the  plumage  is  not  worth 
anything,  and  th*  only  reason  for 
shooting  is  because  they  are  big  birds 
and  offer  a  good  target. 

I  know  a  great  many  think  there  is 
a  good  reason  for  shooting  them — they 
have  been  told  by  farmers  that  owls 
prey  upon  chickens  and  even  pullets  on 
th*  farm. 

One*  In  a  whll*  an  owl  will  swoop 
down  and  take  a  little  chick,  but  he 
doesn't  do  this  very  often,  because  th* 
owl  is  a  night  bird— he  sees  but  dimly 
in  the  day— and  chickens  go  to  "bed" 
at  dusk.  He  prowls  at  night  When  bis 
prey  cannot  sae  a*  well  as  he.  and  he 
I*  therefore  able  to  pounce  upon  it 

One  cat  will  kill  more  chickens  on  a 
farm  In  a  season  than  one  owl  will  kill 
in  ten  years.  And  In  making  a  com- 
parison of  cats  and  owls,  ther*  Is  no 
argument  in  favor  of  th*  cat.  "But 
cats  catch  rats  and  mica,"  someone 
may  say.  This  is  true.  80  do  owls. 
In  fsot,  owls  live  largely  on  rats  and 
mice. 

Did  you  ever  see  or  hear  of  a  cat 
that  would  catch  a  mouse  every  twelve 
minutes  all  night  long,  night  after 
night,  week  after  week,  throughout  the 
Summer?  Now,  It  baa  b**n  found, 
after  careful  investigation  and  experi- 
ment, that  an  owl  living  near  a  farm, 
near  cultivated  fields,  especially  near 
grain  fields,  vegetabla  gardens  and  fruit 
trees,  will  bring  a  roous*  to  her  nest 
on  an  average  of  every  twelv*  min- 
utes. 

Naturalists  hav*  records  ahowlng 
that  on*  pair  of  bam  owls  destroyed 
between  7,000  and  t.000  mice  In  less 
than  eighteen    months. 

■at*  ana  mo*  Baagarous 

Rats  and  mice  are  the  most  destruc- 
tive, dangerous  and  expensive  animals 
there  are.  They  not  only  destroy  grain 
and  fruit  and  many  household  food- 
stuffs,  but    they   destroy    human   lives. 

They  spread  dangerous  diseases  by 
means  of  their  unclean  fur.  Th*  dead- 
ly germ*  of  black  death,  bubonic  and 
many  other  diseases  are  found  in  th* 
fur  of  rata  and  mica  They  will  climb 
trees  and  aat  fruit,  they  will  get  In 
th*  house  and  work  destruction  and 
they  will  eat  grain  from  morning  until 
night  in  the  fields. 

The  United  states  Department  of 
Agriculture  experts  declare  that  rat* 
and  mice  consume  hundreds  of  tons  of 
grain  every  year. 

For  this  reason  alone,  no  ohe  should 
shoot  an  owl.  Above  all  do  not  shoot 
them  on  th*  excuse  that  they  kill  a 
few  chickens. 

Aside  from  the  owl's  value  as  a  de- 
stroyer of  th*  crop-destroying,  disease- 
carrying  mice  and  rats,  he  has  many 
other   good    qualities. 

He  does  not  live  on  rata  and  mica 
alone.  He  Is  fond  of  beetles,  grass- 
hoppers, small  reptiles,  lizards,  snakes, 
gophers,  ground  squirrels  and  practical- 
ly all  Insects.  Now,  all  these  things 
do  great  damage. 

If  It  war*  not  for  owls,  many  a  farm 
would  fall  to  make  a  living  for  th* 
farmer.  Consider  a  moment  that  a 
young  owl,  a  baby  In  th*  nest,  will  eat 
mere  than  hla  entire  weight  In  insects, 
rata  and  mice  and  such  things,  every 
day. 

An  owlet  will  weigh  anywhere  from 
one  to  three  pounds,  depending  on  the 
variety.  Consider  th*  damage  that 
two    pounds    of    beetles,    grasshoppers. 


and  mica  would  do  in  one  day  to  farm 
crops.  Then  consider  the  damage  that 
would  be  done  throughout  the  season 
by  the  hundreds  of  pounds  of  these 
things  If  It  were  not  for  th*  owls. 
Many  Varieties  Of  Owls 

Ther*  are  more  than  forty  varieties 
of  owls*  but  many  of  them  are  of  th* 
vary  small  sort  that  llv*  in  the  south. 
The  horned,  screech,  barn  and  similar 
varieties  of  owls  are  large  birds  and 
worth  their  weight  in  solid  gold  every 
season  to  the  farmer.  In  fact,  many 
of  th*  farmers  who  have  come  to  un- 
derstand the  value  of  owls,  not  only 
forbid  any  one  shooting  them,  but 
secure  young  owls  and  seek  to  get  them 
to  live  In  the  woods  about  their  proper- 
ty. And  so,  If  you  are  out  with  a  gun, 
and  see  an  owl,  don't  shoot.  Better 
shoot  at  a  target  all  day  than  Injure  an 
owl.  Some  day,  perhaps,  some  \  wis* 
farmer*  will  get  together  and  have  a 
law  passed  protecting  the  owls  of  all 
kinds  all  over  the  country,  as  bustards 
are  protected.  The  bussard  la  an  ugly, 
ungainly,  disgusting  bird,  as  large  as 
an  eagle,  but  there  is  a  line  of 
$26  to  $100  in  various  States  for  shoot- 
ing him  because  he  keeps  the  carrion 
cleaned  up  and  prevents  the  spread  of 
disease. 

The  owl,. too,  should  be  protected,  be- 
cause he  kills  the  rath  and  mice  that 
spread  disease,  and  also  destroys  the 
Insects,  reptiles  and  vermin  which  eat 
up  all  th*  good  things  of  the  farm. — 
Boys'  World. 


Not*— As  th*  writer  of  the  above 
clipping  remarks,  there  are  more  than 
forty  varieties  of  owls,  and,  wjait  he 
say  of  owls  may  be  true  of  thirty-nine 
of  th*  different  species,  but,  unfortu- 
nately, the  dusky  horned  owls,  which 
have  paid  us  a  visit  In  their  legions  this 
Winter,  have  had  so  much  evidence 
produced  against  them,  that  It  would 
seem  that  they  really  are  the  Huns  of 
the  owl  tribe.  The  frequency  of  the 
complaints  which  have  been  made  of 
their  depredations  among-  the  chickens 
(full-grown  fowls  at  that)  and  th* 
havoc  they  have  wrought  among  th* 
pheasants  would  appear  to  afford  In- 
controvertible evidence  .of  their  de- 
structtveness. 

One  of  our  best  known  sportsmen 
and  naturalists,  who  has  been  waging 
war  on  the  owls  of  this  particular  spe- 
cies, has  performed  a  post-mortem  on 
a  large  number  of  his  victims,  and 
•tat**  tiaat  in  mr  case  has  h*'  found 
any  evidence  of  their  having  eaten 
anything  other  than  birds,  and  evidence 
of  that  he  has  found  In  plenty.  Rats, 
mice,  beetles  and*  such  small  deer  are 
apparently  beneath  the  notice  of  the 
big  dusky  horned  owl,  when  th*  rabbits 
of  the  north,  which  are  his  natural 
food,  hav*  been  decimated  by  disease 
and  he  has  had  to  leave  his  accustomed 
haunts  In  search  of  other  prey. — Sport- 
ing  Editor.

MONTREAL,  Dec.  1.— That  there  are 
632  members  at  the  front,  of  which  62 
have  given  up  their  lives,  was  shown 
at  th*  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Mont- 
real Amateur  Athletic  Association,  held 
at  the  Peel   Street  club  house. 


Alderman  Johns  has  launched  another 
attack  on  the  Police  Commissioner*  be- 
cause of  their  refusal  to  stop  all  Sun- 
day trading.  The  Police  Commissioners 
answered  his  recent  attack  by  sending 
detective*  to  stores  open  laat  Sunday  to 
Indue*  the  proprietors  to  sell  prohibited 
articles,  such  as  groceries,  vegetable*, 
boots  and  shoes  on  the  Sabbath  Day. 
The  alderman  charged  that  between  66 
and  60  stores  were  violating  the  law. 
The  police  could  find  but  one  who  would 
sell  even  a  pound  of  tea  The  owner  of 
tl:ls  store  will  be  prosecuted  In  the 
police  court  as  soon  as  the  Attorney- 
Ueneral    give*    his   consent. 

Alderman  Johns,  however,  is  asking 
the  Council  on  Monday  night  to  reaf- 
firm  his   last   resolution  for   the  police 


to  proceed  against  all  stores  open  on 
Sunday,  "which  s*U  or  expose  far  sal* 
baking  powder,  canned  meats,  canned 
vegetables,  canned  fish,  rolled  eats, 
oatmeal,  coal  oil,  rloe.  beans,  lard,  sago, 
tapioca,  corrots,  cabbage,  pumpkins, 
squash,  potatoes,  parsnips,  onions,  and 
other  articles  usually  sold  in  grocery 
shlpa" 

"Th*  Police  Commissioners  hav*  mis- 
interpreted th*  Intention  of  this  resolu- 
tion," said  Alderman  Johns.  "And  th* 
instructions  of  the  Commissioner*  to  th* 
police  were  not  in  accordance  with  th* 
Intention    of    th*    resolution. 

"I  am  therefore  again  asking  that 
the  Police  Commissioner*  instruct  th* 
police  that  all  stores  that  sell  or  offer 
for  sal*  on  any  day  of  th*  week  any  of 
the  goods  mentioned  in  the  former  reso- 
lution and  remain  open  or  offer  for 
sal*  good*  of  any  kind  on  Sundaya  bo 
prosecuted  according  to  tha  Lord's  Day 
Act." 

Th*  Polio*  Commissioners  are  willing 
to  prosecute  shops  which  a*U  groceries 
and  other  commodities  on  Sunday,  but 
have  not  been  willing  to  take  any  ac- 
tion against  grocery  shops  which  con- 
fine their  Sunday  sales  to  candy,  fruit 
and  tobacco.

Miss  Arnoldl  waa 
Interested  and  she  issued  a  small  poster 
which  contained  a  picture  of  the  young 
officer  with  other  information  and  said 
that  particulars  would  be  welcomed  and 
could  be  forwarded  through  the  Ameri- 
can Express  Co.,  Berlin,  or  its  corres- 
pondents. One  hundred  of  these  were 
printed  and  circulated  in  the  territory 
occupied  by  the  Germans.  The  result 
was  the  discovery  of  Lieut  Irving  and 
the  conveying  to  his  relative*  and 
friends  the  welcome  news  that  he  Is 
safe.

ENGLAND  PLEASANT 

M'iss  Ethyl  M.  Reld,  Former 
Member  of  Voluntary  Aid 
Detachment,  Enjoys  Duties 
in  Old  Country  Base  Hospital. 


Miss  Ethyl  M.  Held,  and  other  young 
Victoria  ladles  who  volunteered  from 
the  Voluntary  Aid  Detachment  for  ser- 
vice as  nursing  sisters  in  England,  re- 
ceived a  warm  welcome  on  their  arrival, 
have  been  placed  on  duty  and  are  en- 
Joying  their  work. 

All  this  Is  vouched  for  by  Miss  Reld 
in  a  letter  to  local  friends,  in  tha 
course  of  which  she  says: 

"We  arrived  in  Liverpool  on  the  25th 
of  September  and  came  atralght  to 
London.  The  city  waa  all  in  darknesa 
and  we  drove  to  the  hotel  in  a  bus. 
Next  morning  we  went  to  Devonshire 
House  and  reported.  We  received  a 
hearty  welcome  from  Mrs.  Fuse  and  the 
committee. 

"Miss  Beard,  Miss  Whltton  and  my- 
self, along  with  three  other  girls  from 
Saskatoon,  were  assigned  to  the  mili- 
tary hospital  at  Mitcham,  which  is  Jifst 
outside  London,  and  we  were  to  have 
reported  there  last  Saturday,  but  we  re- 
ceived word  from  the  matron  that  she 
had  no  accommodation  for  us.  80 
eleven  of  us  were  sent  here  (5th  North- 
ern General  Hospital,  Leicester,  Eng- 
land). The  Montreal  girls  are  going  to 
France.  Some  others  have  been  sent  to 
Leeds,  Rugby,  Lincoln,  etc.  I  expect 
by  this  the  whole  68  (the  strength  <jf 
the  party  which  left  Canada)  have  been 
placed. 

"This  is  a  base  hospital  and  was 
formerly  a  lunatic  asylum.  I  believe 
there  are  1,700  patients  and  206  on  The 
nursing  staff.  We  were  all  told  off  to 
different  wards  and  no  two  are  to- 
gether, which  1  daresay  is  the  best  plan. 

"The  work  is  very  hard,  but  we  all 
love  It  and  feel  that  it  is  a  privilege  to 
have  been  allowed  to  come  over  to  do 
our  little  bit  in  trying  to  relieve  the 
suffering  of  some  of  our  poor  boy*.  One 
of  the  boys  in  my  ward  said  to  me, 
'And  did  you  come  all  the  way  from 
Canada  to  make  our  beds?*  There  are 
about  eight  or  nine  Canadians  in  the 
ward  I  am  in  and  they  call  me  the  Can- 
adian sister. 

"We  arrived  here  on  Sunday  after- 
noon and  were  immediately  sent  on 
duty.  My  first  duties  were  making 
beds,  washing  patients'  faces  and  hands 
and  little  odd  jobs.  The  hours  are  from 
7  a.m.  to  8  p.m.,  with  three  hours  off. 
We  also  get  a  half-holiday  each  week 
and  a  whole  day  once  a  month,  ao  we 
are  not  so  badly  off."

place  between  Mr.  W.  Blakemore,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Navy  League,  Mr.  H.  B. 
Thomson,  Superintendent  of  the  Ship- 
ping Credit  Commission,  and  Mr.  H. 
W.  Brown,  General  Manager  of  the  Can- 
ada Weat  Coaat  Navigation  Company. 
Is    Olvlng    Support 

Mr.  Thomson  la  greatly  Interested  in 
this  matter  and  la  giving  the  Navy 
League  every  support  In  Its  campaign 
to  carry  it  to  a  successful  Issue.  He 
has  corresponded  direct  with  Mr.  Brown, 
strongly  endorsing  the  proposal  and  haa 
received  a  letter  from  that  gentleman 
which  places  it  beyond  doubt  that  the 
policy    will  be  adopted. 

The  only  difficulty  in  the  way  is  the 
adoption  of  suitable  indentures.  Mr. 
Brown  asks  whether  at  the  completion 
of  their  terms  of  service,  such  appren- 
tices would  get  pnly  a  steamboat  certi- 
ficate, or,  aa  he  thinks  they  should,  both 
a  sailing  vessel's  certificate  and  a  cer- 
tificate coveting  steamboat  requirements 
as   well.  t 

Mr.  Thomson  has  looked  Into  this 
matter  and  suggests  that  the  best  posi- 
tion to  arrive  at  would  be,  If  possible, 
to  have  It  arranged  for  apprentices  serv- 
ing their  time  on  ships  of  Canadian  re- 
gister to  be  in  the  same  position  as 
those  who  serve, on  British  ships  and, 
provided  they  pass  their  examination  of 
competency,  they  should  \>e  eligible  for 
the  British  Service  and  the  Royal  Navy 
Reserve. 

Mr.  Thomson  claims  that  this  would 
give  the  movement  an  Imperial  signifi- 
cance which  would  assist  greatly  in 
making  it  popular  and  putting  Canada 
In  the  position  of  having  men  who  are 
fit  to  contribute  to  the  personnel  of  the 
Empire's  merchant  marine  and  also  to 
the   Royal    Navy    Reserve. 

It  is  suggested  by  Mr.  Thomson  that 
the  bast  channel  through  which  to  get 
this  matter  arranged  would  be  the 
Navy  League  and  he  has  asked  its  pre- 
sident, Mr.  Blakemore,  to  take  the  mat- 
ter up  with  the  head  office  of  the 
League  in  London  -with  a  view  to  meet- 
Ittf  the  requirements  of  Mr.  Brown  and 
also,  if  possible,  securing  an  authorita- 
tive statement  on  a  matter  of  very 
great  interest  to  British  Columbia  and 
of   importance  to  the  Service. '

The  Chinese  Are  taking  a 
greater' interest  today  in  the  develop- 
ment of  their  country  and  this  is  due 
to  a  large  extent  to  the  Influx  of  thou- 
sands of  Chinese  who  have  spent  many 
years  abroad  and  have  picked  up  the 
languages  and  business  methods  of  oth- 
er countries.

ly after  New  Year's.  The  Vancouver 
News-Advertiser  makes  the  following  re- 
ference to  the  matter: 

"The  appointment  of  Hon.  Ralph 
Smith  to  the  Brewster  Cabinet  as  Min- 
ister of  Finance,  while'  causing  much 
satisfaction  In  some  circles  will  bs  a 
source  of  much  disappointment  to  the 
women  of  Vancouver,  as  it  necessarily 
means  the  removal  of  Mrs.  Smith  from 
Vancouver  tsr'Vlctoria. 

"Enquiring  of  Mrs.  Smith  last  even- 
ing as  to  what  ner  future  plans  would 
bs,  The  News-Advertiser  was  informed 
that  her  husband'*  appointment  would 
as  a  matter  of  course  mean  her  removal 
to  tho  Capital,  out  she  regretted  very 
deeply  leaving  Vancouver,  which  she  ex- 
pected to  do  after  the  New  Year. 

"Asked  if  it  were  true  that  she  had 
been  approached  In  regard  to  accepting 
nomination  as  President  of  the  Local 
Council  of ,  Women,  Mrs.  Smith  said: 
'Yes,  and  I  feel  very  badly  that  I  can- 
not accept  if  the  majority  of  the  wo- 
men want  me.'  Mrs.  Smith  said  she 
felt  honored  iJy  the  invitation  which 
came  to  few  women,  as  her  one  ambi- 
tion was  to  serve  her  sex,  and  she  re- 
gretted having  to  ask  for  withdrawal 
from  the  nomination  since  the  Council 
had  been  kind  enough  to  want  her,  but 
her  removal  would  mean  the  cessation 
ci   her  activities  here. 

"  'Then  what  about  the  Women's  Can- 
adian Club?'  Mrs.  Smith  was  asked.  'I 
propose  to  retain  that  office  until  ths 
end  pf  the  Club  year,  which  is  at  ths 
end  of  March,  coming  over  from  Vic- 
toria to  attend  the  meetings.' 

"Mrs.  Smith  is  also  active  in  tho 
Daughters  of  the  Empire,  having  been 
Regent  of  the  Malaspina  Chapter  since 
Its  organization  over  four  years  ago. 
She  Is  also  on  the  board  of  the  Return- 
ed Soldiers'  Club,  and  a  memoes  of  ths 
Recruiting  League,  and  Red  Cross  So- 
ciety. In  fact,  there  is  scarcely  an  or- 
ganisation in  the  city  In  which  Mrs.

Interior  Fruit  Shippers  Forced 
to  Content  Themselves  With 
Makeshift  Facilities— B.  C. 
Apples  Favored  on  Prairies. 


Despite  the  fact  that  the  movement 
of  fruit  and  other  products  from  the 
Interior  is  being*  held  up  by  a  shortage 
of  refrigerator  cars,  tho  shipments  to 
date  this  year  are  equal  to  those  of 
previous  years,  and  during  ths  next 
month  will  show  a  decided  increase. 
The  groat  traffic  in  products  for  war 
purposes  across  the  Atlantic,  especially 
In  moats,  has  forced  the  railway  com- 
panies to  utilise  every  available  re- 
frigerator car  for  that  purpose,  with 
the  result  that  the  supply  for  British 
Columbia  has  been  limited  snd  bss  been 
eked  out  by  the  railways  by  the  ex- 
pedient of  supplying  box  cars  bested 
with  stoves. 

Information  which  has  reached  ths 
Provincial  Department  of  Agriculture 
would  seem  to  Indicate  tnat  the  c.p.R. 
is  doing  ss  well  under  tho  circum- 
stances as  can  bo  expected,  and  so  for 
little  damage  has  been  reported  to  con- 
tents shipped  in  such  makeshift  refrig- 
erator ears.  Some  shipments  of  apples 
to  the  Prairie  section  were  slightly 
touched  by  frost,  but  what  loss  the 
producers  will  have  been  put  to  during 
the  shipping  season  cannot  be  esti- 
mated until  shipments  sre  over. 

There  has  been  a  marked  Blackening 
off  In  the  export  demand  for  potatoes 
since  the  recent  activity  which  forced 
prices  up  with  a  bound.  Shipments  to 
points  outside  the  Province  have  sh/*rn 
a  falling  off,  but  the  supply  is  .|ill  lim- 
ited. War  orders  from  evaporating  con- 
cerns on  the  Mainland,  which  are  pre- 
paring potatoes  for  Eastern  concerns 
manufacturing  war  orders,  will  call  for 
tho  utilisation  of  over  20,000  tons  of 
British  Columbia  potatoes,  It  is  esti- 
mated. 

Mr.  W.  E.  McTaggart,  Prairie  Fruit 
Markets'  Commission,  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  with  headquarters 
at  Calgary,  reached  Victoria  yesterday 
morning.  For  some  time  past  ho  has 
been  carrying  on  an  aggressive  pub- 
licity campaign  in  the  Prairie  section 
"boosting"  British  Columbia's  fruit 
products  and  especially  apples.  When 
It  is  considered  that  the  product  of 
this  Province  pomes  into  active  com- 
petition with  the  apple  output  of  the 
North  Pacific  States  and  Ontario,  the 
fact  that  the  British  Columbia  apple 
has  been  in  great  demand  on  the 
Prairies  and  shipments  from  the  Prov- 
ince have  shown  a  great  increase  iu 
testimony  to  the  effectiveness  of  the 
propaganda  carried  on  by  Mr.  McTeg- 
gart.  The  slogan  "Buy  B.  C.  Apples" 
was  everywhere  heard  In  the  Prairies 
during  the  Fall,  snd  the  high  qusllty 
of  the  fruit  snd  the  excellent  condition 
In  which  it  reached  market,  proved  two 
factors  which  rapidly  installed  it  as 
a  prime  favorite  with  the  Prairie 
dwellers.

The  customs  declaration  form  is  the 
usual  document  given  to  the  sender  of 
parcels  on  their  presentation  at  the 
Po.it  Office,  and  on  which  the  weight, 
Halue,  date  of  posting,  signature  and 
atldress  of  sender,  must  be  clearly 
stated.  Unless  these  rules  are  complied 
with,  the  parcel  will  necessarily  fnd 
Its  way  to  the  dead  letter  office.  >

Sir: — Th*  Union  Committee  has  pub- 
lished wldsly  a  special  deliverance 
against  the  Convocation  which  mat  re- 
cently In  Toronto  and  resolved  as  to  Its 
'duty  to  continue  the  Presbytsrlan 
Church."  , 

(1)  Ths  committee's  first  statement 
Is  "that  Union  is  not  an  ending  of  tho 
Presbyterian  Church." 

Fiction  so  patent,  answers  Itself.  If 
Britain  were  brought  under  one  world- 
dominant  sway,  a*  Is  sought  by  some 
In  Europe,  the  people  would  continue, 
but  the  British  Kmplre,  with  all  that  it 
means,  would  end.  If  our  Church  were 
merged  Into  a  great  church  combine,  un- 
der one  central  bureaucratic  control, 
the  people  would  continue,  hut  tho 
Presbyterian  Church  would  be  no  more. 

(1)  Its  second  statement  Is  that  in 
the  proposed  Union  there  would  not  be 
"a  surrender  of  any  vital  belief  or 
principle   of   government." 

On  the  contrary,  there  would  be  a 
complete  "surrender"  or  the  foundation 
principle  of  definite  acceptance  of  any 
system  of  Scripture  truth  or  of  church 
government. 

As  to  belief,  our  ministers  and  elders 
and  members  now  profess  acceptance  of 
the  system  of  Bible  truth  set  forth  In 
the  Standards  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  In  the  proposed  new  churcn 
there  Is  no  pledge  on  the  part  of  minis- 
ter, office-bearer  or  member  to  any  sys- 
tem of  Scripture  truth. 

Such  a  "surrender"  would  open  wide 
the  door  for  error,  and  at  a  time  when 
the  Church  needs  to  be  more  definite 
rather  than  less  so  in  her  testimony  to 
the  great  truths  which  centre  in  Jesus 
Christ. 

As  to  government,  our  ministers  and 
elders  now  pledge  themselves  that,  as 
office-bearers  In  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  they  will  "maintain  and  de- 
fend" Its  System  of  Government.  In 
the  proposed  new  church  no  one  is 
pledged  to  any  system  of  church  gov- 
ernment. 

In  the  Presbyterian  Church  one  half 
the  members  of  Presbytery,  Synod  and 
Assembly  consists  of  ordained  -elders, 
solemnly  pledged,  by  vows  similar  to 
those  of  the  ministry,  to  the  system  of 
Doctrine  and  Government  of  "this 
Church,"  and  ordained  for  life  to  their 
sacred  office.  In  th*  proposed  new 
church  the  laymen  in  Presbytery  and 
Synod — (or  Conference) — and  Assembly 
— r(or  Oeneral  Council) — are  simply  re- 
quired to  be  members  of  the  Church, 
and  those  are  to  be  admitted  to  mem- 
bership without  pledged  acceptance  of 
any  system  of  truth  or  any  form  of 
government. 

Indeed,  It  Is  doubtful  whether  the  lay- 
men of  the  highest  Court  require  even 
to  be  members  of  the  Church.  Why.  is 
said  Is  that  "The  Oeneral  Council  shall 
consist  of  an  equal  number  of  ministers 
and  non-mlnlsterlal  representatives," 
and  these  representatives  will  not  be 
chosen  by  the  people. 

In  the  calling  and  settlement  of  min- 
isters, there  would  be  "surrender"  to 
the  will  of  an  Irresponsible  and  arbi- 
trary settlement  committee  of  much  of 
the  liberty  we  now  enjoy. 

(3)  Its  third  statement  is  that  "the 
new  church  will  be  a  unique  expression 
of  the  unity  of  spirit  between  ^.he 
Christian  denominations."  It  would  in- 
deed be  "unique"  as  an  expression  of 
Christian  unity,  for  it  has  caused  more 
alienation  and  division  and  strife  in  our 
own  church  In  the  last  five  years  than 
there  has  been  between  the  different 
Protestant  denominations  in  all  Cana- 
dian history,  and  further  pressure 
means   greater  strife. 

(4)  Its  fourth  statement  is  that  the 
proposed  union  "will  remove  rivalries, 
economize  and  conserve  resources,  and 
set  free  many  more  workers  for  the  for- 
eign field." 

This  is  pure  assertion  without  the 
slightest  foundation.  The  attempt  to 
force  a  merger  would  but  stir  up  strife 
and  lessen  the  amount  given  to  mis- 
sions, as  proven  by  the  experience  of 
the  few  Union  congregations  already 
formed. 

(6)  Its  fifth  statement  regrets  that 
the  recent  Convocation  "awakened  sus- 
picion and  created  prejudice  by  sug- 
gesting that  the  money  of  the  Chinch 
had  been  misappropriated,"  and  states 
that  "nothing  could  be  farther  from  the 
(ruth,  as  shown  by  the  published  state- 
ment of  the  treasurer  of  the  church." 
•  On  tl)e  contrary,  the  published  state- 
ment of  the  treasurer  of  the  church 
confirms  the  fact  that  many  thousands 
of  dollars  given  for  the  mission  funds 
have  been  diverted  to  this  merger 
movement.  It  was  open  to  the  As- 
sembly to  create  a  special  fund  for  the 
purpose,  and  let  those  contribute  who 
would  do  so,  but  no  Church  Court  has  a 
right  to  divert  to  this  object  what  the 
people  have  entrusted  to  It  for  missions. 

(«)  Its  sixth  statement  is  that  two 
votes  of  the  people  were  taken,  and  that 
both  votes  gave  a  majority  for  union. 

But  it  omits  to  state  why  a  second 
vote  was  taken.  It  omits  to  state  that 
at  the  outset,  in  1905,  the  Assembly  told 
the  people  that  a  union  of  the  churches 
"must  carry  the  consent  of  the  entire 
membership";     that  at   the  first   vote  In 

1911,  out  of  a  membership/  of  298,000, 
111,000  voted  for  union  and  60,000 
against  it;  that  the  Assembly  halted 
the  movement  owing  to  the  "extent  of 
the  minority":  that  after  four  years  a 
second  vote  was  taken,  to  "secure"  the 
hoped  for  "practically  unanimous  ac- 
tion" which  had  been  declared  neces- 
sary; that  at  this  second  vote,  out  of  an 
increased  membership  of  338,000.  113,000 
voted  for  union  and  73,000  against  It; 
and  that  the  Union  Committee  and  the 
Assembly  entirely  ignored  that  In- 
creased opposition.  This  withholding 
of  the  key  facta  of  the  situation  would 
discredit  sny  cause  In  a  civil  court. 

(7)  Its  closing  statement  Is  that  th* 
church  will  be  true  to  herself,  and  keep 
faith  with  the  other  churches,  and  go  on 
after  the  war  to  consummate  the  union. 

As  to  kefplng  faith,  we  are  under  no 
obligation  to  any  other  church.  At  the 
request  of  another  church  we  entered 
Into  negotiations,  and  nothing  more. 
We  have  kept  faith  with  others  to  the 
uttermost. 

But  what  of  "keeping  faith"  with  our 
own  people?  What  of  the  assurance 
given    them    by    th*   Assembly,    in    1905. 

1912,  and  1915.  that  the  condition  of 
going  forward  "must"  b*  "practically 
unanimous  action,"  and  taking  their 
votes    upon    that   understanding? 

To  attempt  coercion;  to  transgress 
the  constitutional  limits  of  the  Assem- 
bly's power;  to  fail  to  "keep  faith"  with 
the  people  of  our  own  church  after  the 
assured  understandings  given  them  to 
the  contrary,  would  be  the  darkest,  sad- 
dest, most  immoral  page  in  th*  history 
of  any  Protestant  church  In  Canada; 
and  a  large  part  of  th*  Presbyterian 
Church,  believing  that  Christ's  kingdom 
cannot  be  bulMed  upon  unrighteousness. 
ha*  declared  its  purpose  to  have  no 
shar*  In  a  new  church  whose  corner 
stone  would  ever  boar,  deep  graven, 
"unkept    faith."

81  r, — I  urns  vary  pleueed '  to  *a*  In 
your  report  of  the  Business  Men's 
Lunch  a  few  days  ago  that  Mr.  Frank 
Hlggtne  referred  to  tho  work  don*  by 
th*  eommitt**  a  feu  year*  ago.  which 
worked  on  th*  question,  of  obtaining 
public  salt  water  baths  for  Victoria,  and 
that  he  seemed*  to  think  that  it  was 
quit*  possible  that  after  th*  war  and 
normal  times  come  again,  th*  Council 
would  be  In  a  position  to  go  to  the 
people  with  a  by-law  to  enable  them 
to  erect  these  necessary  public  utilities. 
Although  not  actually  resident  in  the 
municipal  area  of  Victoria.  I  sincerely 
hop*  that  when  the  time  comes,  the  Vic- 
toria voters  will  pass  th*  by-law  for 
th*  good  of  th*  residents  both  within 
and  without  the  city  limits. 

Home  time  ago  I  advocated  that  tho 
project  be  taken  up  by  private  capital. 
If  It  could  not  be  undertaken  munici- 
pally. Since  then,  I  have  been  making 
Inquiries  of  the  results  obtained  from 
corporation  hatha  elsewhere.  As  I 
learned  to  swim  In  the  Boot!*  baths, 
near  Liverpool,  when  a  boy,  I  took  the 
liberty  of  asking  them  for  information 
on  th*  subject,  and  th*  Town  Clerk  has 
very  kindly  replied  giving  me  most 
complete  Information  on  the  subject, 
and  In  case  It  may  be  of  help  to  the 
Council  and  general  public,  and  in  case 
you  have  room  to  print  it,  I  append  the 
same  herewith.

The  figures  supplied  to  me  were  in 
sterling,  and  I  have  multiplied  by  5 
to  roughly  convert  Into  dollars,  so  the 
above  figures  are  not  absolutely  accur- 
ate. 

Bearing  in  mind  that  Victoria  and 
district  has  a  population  roughly  two- 
thirds  of  that  of  Bootle,  and  that  the 
wages  paid  would  have  to  be  probably 
double  the  above  figures,  tho  prices  ot 
admission  would  have  to  be  25c  and  15c 
for  first  and  second  class  days.  The 
price  for  1  dozen  tickets  would  have 
to  be  $2.50,  and  $1.26  for  first  and 
second  class  days,  and' six  months'  sea- 
son tickets  would  have  to  be  $5.  Kven 
then,  according  to  my  figuring,  there 
would  be  an  annual  loss  of  about  $7,397 
or  $777  more  than  the  annual  Bootld 
loss.  One  factor  might  possibly  aid 
ue  here,  namely,  that  they  would  be 
the  only  public  baths  on  the  Island, 
whereas  nearby  Bootle  are  other  cor- 
poration baths  In  Liverpool  and  else- 
where. Still,  if  eventually  undertaken 
by  the  municipality,  one  would  think 
that  they  could  in  some  future  normal 
year  afford  to  undertake  the  project 
even  at  an  annual  loss  of  $7,000.  The 
indirect  benefits  of  general  improved 
health  of  our  population  and  good  fa- 
cilities for  learning  swimming,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  attraction  to  Victoria 
the  baths  would  be  from  a  tourist 
standpoint,  would  more  than  offset  the 
actual   annual    loss   to  the  municipality. 

I  trust  that  In  some  future  year  after 
the  war,  when  business  and  times  are 
normal,  the  City  Council  may  see  its 
way  to  carry  out  -the  scheme  advocated 
by  Mr.  Higgins  at  the  Business  Men's 
Lunch  the  other  day.
